T SLES He 36. of Tanuary 1624. being Friday, the 
22! ERA Engliſh and Dutch Ships being in the” 
[1 Road of Gombroone, there arriued.a ſmall 
>] Frigot belonging to a place neere Chowle, 
Sf (which is in warre with che Portugals) ſhe 
came in betweenethe Maine and Orme, to 
whom the Generail of the Enghith , Capt. John Weaadell, ſent 
MF, 4ndrew Eaans,inahttle Boat called a Gellywat, to know 
from whence he came, and whether hee could giue vSany in» 
telligence of the Portuoall Armado ; his anſwer was, that hee: 
came from a place ſome eight or ren leagues to the South- 
wards of Chowle, laden with Pepper andother Merchandiſe, 
and withall he.laid,that on the Saturday before;being the 24); 
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of Ianvary, he was of the Cape called Cape Gordel, halje way 
betwixt the Coaſt of /»4/4, and Cape 1aques, where, ro Sea- 
ward of him bee ſaw eight greatGallions, and certaine Fri» 
gats, which Frigots gaue him chaſe, bu he kept himſeite ſo 
neere the ſhore, that they conld not ferch him vp ; and this 
was the firſt information. of che neere approach of the E- 
nemie. 

The 31. of January in tne morning, the Engliſh and Dutch 
Flectheard three peeces of Ordnance goe off from Kr/bme 
Caſtle, (a trong hold, andin-warre with the Portazal: ) the 
Captaine of theſaid Caitle bauing betore promiſed the Ge- 
nerall ( Captaine W*4del.) thar if he deſctied any Crole 
Sailes or Ships in ſight of the Caſtle, that then he would dif- 
charge thoſe Peeces as a warning vnto him,which.according- 
| ly he did. w” 

Whcerupon a man was (ent vp to the top-maſt head in the 
Englith'/Admiall, to looke abroad, who being vp, preſcntly 
cried 2 faile,” 2,3, 4, 5, 6,7, 8. with many Frigots'in their 
company , then the Generall commanded the Gunner to 
ſhoot off a Peece of Ordnance, to giue warning to all the 
Fleet to put them(clues in readineſle tor the entertainmear of 
the Enemy, putting alſo the bloudy Colours out, as likewiſe 
the Dutch Admiralldidthelike, with all ſpeed getcing their 
men and boats from the {hore, weighing their Anchors of all 
hands, and getting vnder-faile with all poſſible celerity., with 
courage and reſolution they ſtood towards the Enemy, 
(whoſe drift was to haue taken the Engliſh and Dutch at An- 
chor ynprepared) but their expeQations were frultrate. 

Towards 8. of the clocke at night it fell calme, ſo that our 
jhips came to an Anchor, when the Commander of the 
Dutch Fleet (named Albers Becker) ſent his Maſter of his 
hip, accompanied with ſome other Merchants, and Maſters 

a boord the Royal James, informing Captain ——_— their - 
* | omman- 
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Commander had (ent rhetw ro fee how he did, and what hee 
chought the ſhips apd Frigors tobe that they had decried. 
The Commander Weddell anſwered, that they could be no 
other than the Portugal Armado, which had beene two 
yeares preparing to meet with the Engliſh and Dutch, and 
that now they were come in ſearch of them, from Goa, viito 
this place, hoping firſt to conquer both our and their Nati- 
on, and afterwards to'fall to worke vpon Ormus, K:ſhme,and 
Gombroone, to deftroy our ſetled trade, and to extirpe and 
root vs out with all hoſtility and diſhonour. Then the Dutch 
demanded Captaine Weddells Reſolution , concerning fo 
common and open ati Enemie, he told them that his reſolu- 
tion was, for the glory of God, the honour of his Nation, the . 
profit of worthy Imployers, & the ſateguard of liues,ſhips,6 
goods, he would fight it out as long as a man was liuing in his 
ſhip to wearea Sword, and thathe doubted not butthe other 
three ſhips vnder his Command were all of the ſame minde 
and couraze z to whom the Dutchmen anſwered, that they 
were of the like reſolution, and would ſticke as cloſe to the 
Engliſh as their {hirrs rotheir backs,and ſo in friendly manner 
eachtooke leaue of other for that night. : 

The firit of February, being Sunday, the Dutch Admirall 
weighed Anchor anhoure before day-light, and the Engliſh 
preſently after him, bur the Dutch gor the ſtart of vs all, 
though we made al the ſaile we could;ar laſt rhe Englith came 
vp to him with their whole Fleer, bur he diſcharged the firſt 
{hotat the Portugal! Admirall, who preſently anſivered hina 
with threetor one. The friends and foes being now within 
Musket {hot ofeach orher, it fell calme, whereby our ſhi 
would not worke butas the Tide did ſerrhem, that when the 
Portugalls were Boord and Boord,thcy had a great aduantape 
ot vs with their Frigors that towed them cleare one off ano- 
ther often, which belpe we wanted, thus we lay ſome foure 
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arkiae houres pelting and beating-ote another with our Ord- 
nance, the whilſt che Frigocs plyed vs wigh (mall (hot, as faſt 


as they could , the Royall James being forced to keepe the ' 


Barge a head to pull the ſhips head co and fro ;, bur towards 
the afcernoone there aroſe a fine gaie, buc the Enemy.bad the 
wing of vs, whereupon the Admirall and Vice- Admirall-of 
the Portugails bore vp roome ypon vs, makingaccountto lay 
the Rojall /ames aboard, the one on the Starboord, theother 


on the Larboord (ide, which Captaine Weddell perceiuing, - 


ſcarce being able to ſhun it, he called to the Maſter, and told 
him.the purpoſe of the, Enemy, to aunyd which danger, hce 
commanded the Maſter to bare a lirtle lasking to ſeparate 
them further, each, frons other, that hee might; have more 
roome to goe betweene them, the Vice-Admirall of the Ene- 
mie ſecing the /ames beare vp fo lasking, (he likewiſe bore vp 
with her, when ſuddenly Captaine IWedde/l perceiucd there 
was hope to weather him, cauſed his Mizzen and Mizzen 
top-ſaileto be ſet,and lo preſently got the wind of him, edg- 
ing cloſe vp with the Admirall, being within Musket-thot of 
them both ; the Portugal/ Admirall putto ſtay, by which 
meanes the /ames gate the wind of him alſo, hauing much a- 
doe to get out a weather of him, comming ſo cloſe vnder his 
ſterne, that his Boats were cloſe at our ſhips (1de as (he ſhea- 
red by, when preſently we gaue him a. whole broad-lide; euc- 
ry ſhot raking him fore and after,tacking torthwith,and ſtan- 
ding afcer him, Thus the firit dayes fight laſted ill five at 
night, wherein the Royal! lames.loſt eight men, and ſome 9- 
thers which had ſome ſmall hurts : Alſo this day the Dutch 
loſt their chiefe Commander, a braue valiant fellow, who. li- 
ved and dicd nobly in the bed of honour. This fight was 
terrible and fierce for the time, for the Royall James alone 
ſpent ncere 720. great ſhot, and all the other ſhips Engliſh 
and Dutch, did proportipnably dos the like. .,The Sunne 
| INT: being 
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being ſet, the Enemy fell off, and camero an Anchor at the 
Eaſtend of Ki{bme, the Engliſh being Nonth-northweſt from 
them two. leagues, thus was concluded the firft dayes 
fighr.- 
ad the 2, of February, being Candlemas day, the 
wind being very little which blew off trom X:/hme,ſo that the | 
Enemy had the aduantage of ir,but never offered tomake vſe 
of it; to make roometowards vs z the Englilh and Dutch be- 
ing imployd buſily co fir vp their torne rigging andtackling, 
and (topping ſuch dangerous thot as they had recejued inthe 
fight betwixt wind and water. WRIY 
Alſo the ſame day in the afternoone there was a-meeting ' 
aboord the Royall /ames, where both the Engliſh and Dutch 
concluded, that they would giue the Eneaiy fight the next 
morning,and thattke Rojall James ſhould bethe leading (hip, 
and the Admirall of the- Dutch ſhould ſecond her, and'that 
they ſhould goe direRly to the Enemies Admirali,'not fri- 
king higher or lower tiil the [ares came (ide by fidewith her, 
So the third of February being Tueſday, both the Fleets 
weighed Anchorsat breake of day, hauing the weather gage 
of che Enemy, the great /ames ftood right with the Admirall 
of the Portagalls, which was head-moſt but one;bur comming 
neere them, they weaued to Leeward with their bright. ar- 
ming Swords, and wethe like to them, they ſalured vs with 
a whole broad [ide ; but Captaine Wedacll commanded his 
men not to anſwer them, till they were broughr neerer with= 


_ in danger, which charge was obeyed ; but being come neere 
the Admiral), and another of their ſhips, the great /ames be- 


{towcd vpon each of them a whole broad ſide, making them 
both to beare vp, the one a port , andthe other a-ſtarboord; 
by which mean:s one of their ſhips was cuc off and'fundted 
from them, and was chaſed three or foure houres by the &4-

Fleets Company 
the James following (ill the Admirall and Viee-Admirall, 
got vpon the Admiralls (tde, hauing the Vice-Admirall on 
his Starboord bow ; infomuch that this daies fight grew ve- 
ry hot, for often the James was in thickeſt of the Enemy, be- 
ing at oge time all round about vs; butour men ſo plyed 
their Ordnance vpon thern, that they all retuſed to ſtand by 
vs, but fled all before vs as chafte, duſt, or ſmoake before the 
wind, In this hight the 7ames got berween one of their Fleet, 
and f(ingled her out, lying by her {ides with fore-faile, and 
tore-toplaiie a backe ſtayes, ſa ngere as a may might quoir a 
Bisker Cake into her, when ſtraight Maſter /oh»/op came vp 
in the ſterne of the 7ames, {o neere as he could hardly keepe 
cleare, to whom Captaine Weadell called, willing him to 
clap the Portugall aboorg on the Larboord quarter, ( whilſt 
the /ames lay thundring vpon him with her great Ordnance) 
he promiſed to doe it, bur afrer herefuſed ir, this Vellell had 
not ſo few as 509, ſhot thorow her Hull, Mafts, Sailes, and 


Yards, before the got cieare. This third day the fight was ve- 


ry violent, for the Rojall James onely ſpent 2000. and odde 
{hot vpon the enemy, foure men being ſlaine in her, and three 
others their legs ſhot oft. In her Maſts, Yards, Rigging and 
Hull, ſhe had receiued aboue 400. great {hot ; both parties at 
Sun-ſct being fo faint and weary, that they all left oft, the 
Portugalls came to an Anchor vnder 0774, and the other 
neere Gembroone Road, this hght Jaſt neere eight houres. 
Note,that the morning Captaine Weddell had fitted a Por- 
tugall Veſlell (which had beene formerly taken with ſome 
Cokernuts) and purpoſed to haue fired her thwart the Admi- 


ralls Hawſe,ſhe being appointed to come between the Dutch 


Admirall, and the /9»as, but through diſaſter, or rather negli- 
gence in Darby the Maſter, who came not vp according to his 
appoinxed place, fhe was chaſed by the Frigors (the hauing 


but 
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but ten men in her) being of no defence, they were forced to: 
ſer her-on fire farre from the Fleet, and ſo the men betooke 
themſelues ro a Barge, which was left them for their ſafety, 
by which meanes the Generalls proie&t was diſappointed. 
All chis third day at nightthis Veſſell burnr, & two houres 
before daylight, whether ſhe was towed by ſome of the Ene- 
mies Boats, or no, is vaknowne, but ſhe came burning a- 
mongſt the Englith and Dutch Fleets, and forced them from 
their Anchors by ſlipping their Cables, which Anchors they 
tooke vp ſome three daies after. | 
The 4.. of February in the morning, both Fleets made to- 
wards the Enemies, who were vnder ſaile, and made all the 


| haſte they could ro get vnder the land of Lowracke, which 


lieth ſome eight or nine miles from Orme, vnto which land 
their Frigots went ahead, conduQting them inouer a Barre, 
whom the Engliſh and Dutch followed as farre as with ſafe- 
ty they durſt, hauing ncither the helpe of Pilots to ſhun the 
dangers of theplace, or-Frigots to goea head as conduQors, 
as the Enemy had.” Beſides, there might have beene Ord- 
nance planted a (hore by the Enemy, which would haue been 
greatly to their aduantage, or otherwiſe in the darke night 
they might haue chained two orthree Frigots together, and: 
turning them vpon them, vpon the Ebberhwart their hawſe, 
might much hauc endangered them, they knowing the Ene- 
mie to be implacable, malicious,and policique 3 theſe reaſons 
cauſed them to follow them no further at this rime, bur to 
come to an Anchor a League ſrom them, when Captaine 
Wedaell ſent for the chiefe of the Dutch,whole reſolution was 
to go backe againe for Gombroone,there to diſpatch our Mer- 
chants affaires. So Anchors were weighed, the /ames giuing 
them a ſhot fora farewell, and they anſwered her with the 
like, they all getting into Gomebroone Road thatnighr, where 
they ſpecdily fell to worke to repaire the ruines of warres, in 
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ficting of Malts, Yards, Sailes, rigging and ſtopping breaches, 
all which in three daies, was accowplilhed, leaning the Ports- 
galllike a Theete in his Mill,or a Foxin-his bole, not minding 
co trie as yet the hazard of another bour. FR 

In this fight their Reare- Admiralls maine Maſt was ſhot 
by the board, their Vice-Admiralls maine top-maſt was like- 
wiſe {hot by the boord, their Admiralls Mizzen-maſt, Flag, 
and flag-ſtafte ſhot by the boord,and her Hull much rent and 
rorne. Their fourth ſhip had the head of her maine Maſt ſhot 
by the boord. Another of their (hips had al her tep-maſts ſhot 
by the boord, In concluſion, all their eight {hips were © 
rorne and tattered, that they had neither good -Maſts,Sailes,or 
Yards to helpe themſelues with, ner tight .{ides to beare (aile 
vpon. Thus it plcaſed the Almighty to giue the viory of 
the day vnto thoſe that relie vpon his promiſe ; to thac grear 
God be all glory for ever, and let all true Chriſtians ſay 
Amen, ; x 

The 13. of February being Friday, zbeEngſiſhand Dutct: 
Fleers ſer ſaile ar day-light from the Road of, Gombroone, ha- 
ning alſo with them toure Tunks,other veſſels of lading,vnder 
the conduR and charge of the Dutch, which as ſoone as the 
Enemy perceiued,they ler {lip their Cables and ſlipped trom 
their harbour at the Iland of Lawracke, which is foure or hue 
Leagues from the Road of Gombroone, the Enemy making all 
the (aile he could to ſea-boord of the Engliſh and Dutch all: 
the day till Sun-ſer ; when they were got within Saker-ſhot 
of each other, and a good bearing gale, they all kept compa- 
ny together all nighe. 

This 13. at night it blew ſo hard at Weſt-ſouth-weſt, that 
one of their great Gallions bore ouer-boord the head of her. 
maine Maft, cloſe vnder the hownds, not beingable to hoyſt 
vp her maine faile, ſhe was forced to ſteere alongſt with her

| ders, riding againſt Sorat River,which 
ade ſuppoſcd to be Engliſh or Hollanders, others athr- 
med to be a Fleet of Frigots ; but.in fine , about an 
houre after they ſet (aile an ſteered aftervs, andin (hore 
ov? we madethem to be foure Portagall Gallions, and 
iceene Frigors, the wind being then of ſhore, they could 
not come to vs that tide, but anchored about a League 
from vs, our Captaine perceiuing their intents, put forth 
an Enfigne for Counſell,and the Maſter of each Ship pre- 
plenty repaired aboqrd.

thatthe Portugal had a great force of ſhipping in Swat-— 
ley Road, | 
Secondly, hee feared whether our Merchants had 
triend{hip with the Countrey people, or not, by reaſon of 
the diſcord which was between then at the Dolphins pre- 
parations for England, which wasche laſt new-« hee heard 
trom thence. | 


Thirdly,he doubted that the Portugalls had made peace © 


with the Gazerats, and had planted Ordnance a fhore on 
Swalley ſands. Hee alſo doubted what was become of 
Captaine Weddelts Fleet, for heafſured himſelfe, if there 
were any friends at that time in Swalley Road,they wonld 
not ſuffer the Portagallto ride there, for he ſuppoſed that 
the Portwgall had beene in fight with them the yeare paſt, 
and had either put them tothe worſt, or elſe for want of 
munition to efte another fight, they were forced to re-/ 
paire to Or-72u Caſtle tor ſuccour vnrill ſupply came our 
of Enzland. 

All which being propounded, and the' vnreadineſſe 


and great charge of all three ſhips well conſidered, it was” 


concluded to ſet ſaile, the which we did, the wind bein 


Notthetrly, and thetide of loud come, weſtood for Sea,' 


and the Portagall Aamirall and Vice-Admirall ſfayling 


better than the reſt, fetcht vs'vþ abourfoure iirhie"after- : - 


noone, at which time the Ziox being formoſt of 6uf Fleer, 
the enemy Admirall ſhot one peece of Ordnance art her, 
for the which ſhe anſwered three or foure,but couldhard- 
ly reach further than halfe way : the Port#zall finditig his 
Ordnance better tharyours, both Ad and Vick Ad- 
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- mirall plyed vpon the Lion for tie (pace of halfe an houre, 
in which time {h2 receiue1diaers thor both in her Hull 
and Rigging. 

Our Malter Richard Swanlzy, ſeeing their aduantage, 
cauſed to bruile maine-ſaile,and edge within Musket:(hot 
of them both, and there maintained tight with them vnrill 
Sunne-ſer, and recciued no hurt at all, 

All which time, and aq houre atter, being calme, the 
other ewo (hips of the Enemy were at Jeaft a League a 
ftarne. The Pal/granc, and Dolphyn all this time being 
right a head, kept on their courle, only plying theic ftarne 
peeces. The Portweals [ceing them ſtill ſtand away,came 
both aboord of vs, the one in the one quarter, and the 0» 
ther in.the other , and entred at leaſt 100. of their men, 
heauing fire-pots,and diuers ſorts of fire-works ypon our 
decks, the Frigots (as many as could lye avout ys}threw 
firepots in atthe ports, and ſtucke fire-pikes in her fides ; 
all which (by the great mercy and alhſtance of God) wee 
ſtill pur qut. - Qur Admirall and Vice-Admirall, in this 
aur miſery were quickly out of our {ightthe cauſe where- 
of is beſt. xnowne to. cthemſelues. 

This confli&t remained from 8. at night till, about 1c. 
inwhich ſpace. our Mafter Richard Swanlcy was (laine, 
and 4. more of our men were alſo (laine,3. of our Maſters 
Mates, and 29. more were exceedingly burnt, the reſt al-. 
moſt wearied,, and more diſcomforted , by reaſon our 
Eleet.had:left.vs,and in briefe we were inthat eaſe thar the 
ward was given to blow yp the ſhip, had not God: in his 
wiſdomg ſtaidir,by putting it in the mindeof ſome of our, 
men 0 let fall an;Anghor,which being dooe(chetide rw1+ 
ning. very Strong}; proughs.dut.thip ta ſo-tronga bitrer; 
that hg teſt Whighobe Perigge/ohiad vaon voraka whoſe!

their men vpenour Poope, who ſtill maiftained"the fire 
in ſuch ſort, that we were forced to blow them'vp; which 
blaſt tore all rhe Starne of our ſhip in peeces, ffom the 
middle-Decke vpwards. | 
"The Poriagals being all repulſed, and the fire putour, 
we vſedall diligence forthe clearing our hip, wa aneonk 
vp our maine-top-ſaile-yard, which then lay vpor' ear 
Decke , likewiſe bringing new failes to Yard, the'for- 
mer being all burnt and torne, all which being as well 
doneas haſte would giue leaue, wee expefted their com- 
mingagain the next tide,butthey hoping we wouldeither 
have burnt or ſunke, onely left five Frigots without ſhoe 
of vs, and themſelues with the other two ſhips that were 
formerly a ftarne ſtood after the Palſgrave and Dolphin, 
and in ſhort ſpace ferchtthem vp, and fought with them 
all chat night, they flanding ſtill off to Sea, were btit'of 
our (ſight the next morning. Pan's 
"The 8. day inthe morning, (all the ſhips being out of 
our ſight) it was agreed vpon by the Officers of our ſhip, 
that Hewry Crosbey our Maſters chiefe Mate ſhould ſuc- 
ceed as our Commander, vntill ſuch time as it pleaſed 
God we ſhould meet with our Commander, | 

This being done, we being not able to weigh our An- 
chor, by reaſon our men were moſt of them hurt, cut Ca- 
ble in the hawſe, and ſct as much faile as wee durſt beare, 
(our fore-malt having receiued three ſhor, in ſuch wife,as 
it had but foure inches hold) and ſtood off ro Sea, and 
being faire weather, praiſed be God, in ſhort rime our 
fore-maſt was made ſerviceable. 

The Frigots aforeſaid that were left by vs, ftood ſoure 
of them after the Fleet, and the other in for the ſhore, all 
that day we heard them in fight, bur ſaw them nor, like- 
wiſe the next night wee could ſee the lighr of their Ord- 
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nanceat our top-malſt head; but they being to wind-ward 
of vs, we could not get to them, nor indced were not in 
caſe if we could, for our (hip was. ſo open, and all. our 
chiefe men kild and hurr. 

The ninth in the morning, we could neither ſee them, 
nor heare them,then it was thought fitting by our Matter, 
thataccording tothe conſultation held aboord the Pal/- 

rawe the ſeuenth day wee ſhould ſtand for Ormws, the 
which (by the.affiltance of God) wee did, haning faire 
weather all the way; in which time. of our ſailing, our 
Carpenters had got vp all the ſterne of our ſhip againe, as 


. well as his tore would giue him leaue, our men allo were 


all well recouered of their hurts. 

The fourth of Nauember wee arriued at Gombroone, 
where wee had intelligence by our Merchants there reſt- 
dent, that Z»frero was riding vnder 0721 Iland,with 18. 
or 20. Frigots, the which when our Maſter vnderftood, 
(the Merchants being then aboord) it was concluded by 
conſultation., that, to prevert any enſuing danger that 
might happen, and allo for the cleering of our ſhip, wher- 


- by ro mount our lower Tier, all che Cloth, and Currall, 


and foure Cheſts of money ſhould be ſent a ſhore with as 
much ſpeed as poſhble, the other our Maſter refuſed to 
ſend out of the (hip, alleaging, that if ic ſhould pleaſe God 
they were forced to leaue the Port by any diſaſter, there 
was noſtocke to buy. any refreſhing for our men which 
then did want it; the reſt of our Carriages or Goods lying - 
low in Hold, could not then be come by, without much 
time which then we wanted, Ir was alſo appointed that 
we ſhould with all ſpeed take in water, and ſtand for Or- 


ww, the which was afſaied to doe, and partly effeRed, for - 


vpon.the fiith day the Merchants and our Purſer rode

eo intreat far Boats to land the goods, and to water our

1 he lixth there came Boot-hailers aboord, and tooke 
all the goods aforeſaid, and carried them a ſhoare, and 
alſo tooke in Caske to hil with water, 

The ſeventh of November there came twelue Tunne of 
water aboord, which was preſently taken in, and mere 
Caske ſent a lhore4 allo in this ſhort time our Lower or- 
lope was almoſt made Priddie, and our two Chaſe pee- 
ces were mounted, 'and wee were in good hope the next 
day to take in water enough to ſerue vntill the Fleet came 
to ſtand ouer for Ormas.z but God hauing otherwiſe ap- 
pointed, it fell out contrary. 

The eighth day, about ſeuen inthe morning, .Rufrers 
with his Frigots came rowing towardsthe ſhip,and bein 
then calme that the ſhip could not worke,he came in ſach 
ſort, that ſhe could haue none but her Chaſe peece to 
beare vpon them, which lay ſo well to paſſe, that they 
ſunketwo of their Frigots before they. could boord her, 
and two more after they were by herfides, But after they 
were aboord they plied their ſmall ſhotin ſuch wiſe, that 
they were-not ablero open a Portin the ſhip, but were 
forced to ſhute away Ports,andall. 43a 

They alſo maintained ſuch abundance of fire-workes 
round abour her, that in a moment all. her Mafts and 
Sailes were on fire, her vpper Decke was alſo on fire, the - 
which for all their, heauing much water vpon it, in leſſe 
than halfe an houre fell downe vpon their heads, and put 
them. from.their Ordnance, who ſeeing death on each 
fide, ſome leaped ouer-boord,.and put themſelnes to the 
mercy of their enemies, the reſt gane fire to the Powger- 
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rodine, and blew vpthe ſhip. Thoſe men which leaped 
outr-boord were all receined into theFrigots, and carri- 
ed'viito 09 Thand, and thenext morning Refreropance 
order to cut oft all their heads bur one, namely, Thom:

Thoſe that wete blowne vp ih the ſhipdrone a ſhore, 
4nd were buried at Gombroone, being in number 42. rhere 
were alfo 9. men a fhore aboutthe'Companies afaires, 
and one that Refrero ſent with a letter makes 10. whom 

God grant neuer worſe fortune. | 
Thus was this good {hip and men vnfortunately and 
lamentably loſt, yer as much courage and manly reſoluti- 
on as poflibly could be was performed by the Engliſh, 
nor can it beimagined how more induſtry or trucr valour 
could hane been ſhewed ; on the other ſfidethe cruell and 
blond-thirfty Enemy gained nothing but knockes, lofſe 
ofliues and jimbes hauing his Frigots ſancke and rorne 
in peeces, his maine purchaſe being diſhonour and infa- 
mie,for after all our men had fonght ſo long, and ſo man- 
fully, being beſieged round with death, as the Sea to 
' firallow them, the fireto conſume them, or the Portupals 
"fvords to cut their throats, not being poſſible to eſcaps 
one of theſe waies of eminent danger, that then in that ex- 
rremity 27, men leaping intothe Sea, wereall aliue taken 
vp by the Enemy, whom had hee then kild in heat of 
bloud, when warre, rage, death and fury were vp, it had 
beene then but the effe& and fortune of warre ; bur to 
give them harbour all night, and the next day in cold 
bloud to cauſe them to be beheaded, it was one of the ig- 
nobleſt, inhumane, and barbarous parts of murther that 
could be committed, But Rafrero being a Poriugalt or 
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Spaniard, | 
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in the Gulfe of Perſia. 


Spaniard,could doe no other (far the honour of his Coun- 
trey) but ſhew his bloudy nature, eſpecially to our Nati» 
on:4 Barbarian, a Turke,or a lew ſhould have found more 
kindnefſle, for indeed they all areal onediſpolition. And: 
I am ſure no Record or Chronicle cat ſhew;.no. Hiſtory 
can report, no tradition-can declare, nor any memorie re- 
late, that euer any Engliſhman,or almoſt any other Nati-
